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County Commission told to actin bestinterest of citizens 


In a recent attorney general’s 
opinion concerning the authority of 
the Coffee County engineer, the 
attorney general stated that the 
policy of where county equipment is 
placed should be determined by 
what is in the best interest of the 
citizens of the county. 

In answering the county 
commission's question, the attorney 
general stated: 

“The attorney general received 
your request on behalf of the Coffee 
County Commission for an opinion as 
to whether Section 3(5) of Act No. 
116, Acts of Alabama 1973, p. 147 is 
to be interpreted to mean that the 
county engineer is to leave sufficient

equipment and crew workers in each 
district of the county to perform road 
duties on a day-to-day basis or does 
the county engineer have the 
authority under this provision to 
send equipment to separate districts 
on an ‘as-is-needed’ basis. 

‘*Act No. 116, supra, provides for 
the construction, maintenance and 
repair of public roads, highways and 
bridges in Coffee County under the 
county unit system. A county 
engineer is appointed by the Coffee 
County Commission to supervise the 
maintenance and construction of 
county roads. Section 3(S) states: 

Section 3. It shall be the duty 
of the said county engineer, in 


accordance with policy established 
by the Coffee County Commission, 
within the law of the State of 
Alabama . . . (5) to locate within the 
various districts of Coffee County the 
necessary equipment to perform 
routine maintenance of all public 
roads, highways, bridges and ferries 
on a continuing basis; ... 

‘*May | also call to your attention 
subsection 6 of Section 3 which 
provides: 

It shall be his (the county 
engineer) further duty, insofar as is 
feasible, to construct and maintain 
all county roads on the basis of the 
county as a unit, without regard to 
any district of beat lines. (Paren- 


thesis added) 

“In construing a statute or a 
provision one must look at the entire 
statutory scheme instead of isolated 
phrases or clauses. Alabama Farm 
Bureau Mutual Casualty Insurance 
Co., Inc. v. City of Hartselle, 460 
So.2d 1219 (Ala. 1984). 

“Considering the purpose of Act 
No. 116, supra, in its entirety, it is 
the opinion of the attorney general 


that the county commission with the 
advice of the county engineer should 
make the determination as to 
whether road equipment and work 
crews are to be kept in each district 
of the county or sent into the district 
when needed based on which 
procedure is in the best interest of 
the citizens and taxpayers of the 
county."’ 

Ata recent meeting of the county 


commission, the commissioners 
stated the opinion did little, or no 
good, in clearing up the controversial 
issue. However, after two attempts 
failed to change the current policy, 
the commission has apparently 
decided to allow the engineer to 
continue his policy of keeping all 
equipment at the county shop in New 
Brockton. 


75-year old Elba man stabs grandson 


Sunday night during altercation 


A 30-year-old Elba man 
underwent emergency surgery in a 
Dothan hospital on Sunday night, 
May 18, after being stabbed in the 
chest with a butcher knife during an 
apparent fight with his 75-year-old 
grandfather. 

The stabbing victim, identified as 
Reginald Williams, is reported to be 


in intensive care following lengthy 
surgery. 


According ‘to a statement by 
Willy C. Prewitt, Williams’ grand- 
father, Williams came to Prewitt’s 
home and was intoxicated. After 
reportedly harassing Prewitt, 
Williams allegedly shoved his 


grandfather a number of times. A 
fight then reportedly broke out in thé 
kitchen and Prewitt stated he 
grabbed the knife and stabbed his 
grandson in self-defense. 


The stabbing is still under 
investigation by the Elba Police 
Department.

New fire truck to provide additional 


protection for citizens of Elba 


A new 1986 fire truck purchased 
by the City of Elba recently will not 
only mean additional fire protection 
for its citizens, but also a possible 
reduction in fire insurance rates due 
to the capabilities of the modern 
fire-fighting vehicle. 

The new truck, which was 
delivered on May 9 is a 1986 Ford 
diesel manufactured by Emergency 1 
in Ocala, Fla., and is considered by 
experts to be one of the finest 
vehicles of its kind available. The 
truck is capable of pumping 1,250 
gallons of water per minute, almost 
twice as much as any truck presently 
in the department, and carries a tank 
with a capacity of 750 gallons. 

One of the most noticeable 
features of the truck is the cabover- 


vab, which includes seats directly 
behind the driver's seat. Two air 
packs are mounted on the back of the 
seats, which enables firemen to strap 
on the air packs while the truck is in 
motion, not after the vehicle has 
reached the scene of the fire. 

The new fire truck also carries a 
tremendous amount of hose, 
including 1200 feet of three-inch 
hose, 300 feet of 2%-inch and 600 
feet of 1%-inch, 

Another noticeable feature of the 
truck will be the monitor gun, or 
deck gun, located on the top of the 
truck. The gun will enable firemen 
to shoot a stream of water over 200 
feet and will be extremely helpful in 
fighting fires of huge magnitude. 

The large hose and pumper 


serve a double purpose, as in 
addition to the obvious added water 
pressure, the pumper can also pump 
water from an alternative source, 
such as a river, in case of a loss of 
pressure from the city water lines. 

“The new truck will be used 
inside the city limits of Elba,’’ stated 
fire chief Loyd Driggers, ‘‘and it 
gives the people of our city excellent 
fire-fighting equipment. The new 
truck will enable the fire department 
to better fight fires, and at the same 
time help bring down the local 
insurance ratings. It will save lives, 
homes and money!" 


The truck was purchased by the 
city at a cost of approximately 
$124,000.

Kinston man arrested 


A 59-year-old Kinston man is

The series of opinions on election 
law questions has been issued 
recently by Attorney General 
Charles A, Graddick. 

The DeKalb County Commission 
was informed that a county employee 
seeking a state or county office is not 
required to take a leave of absence 
unless a local law, rule or regulation 
requires it. As permitted by local 
laws, rules and regulations, the 
employee may use compensatory 
time to campaign. 

A similar opinion was issued to 
Limestone County Sheriff Mike 
Blakely. However, Shelby County 
tax collector Annette D. Skinner was 
told that an employee of her office 
who wishes to run for a county office 
must take a leave of absence. The 
leave requirement is mandated by 
the rules and regulations of the 
Shelby County Commission, and 
does not permit a county employee to 
use accrued sick leave, vacation or 
annual leave as part of the absence. 

The Talladega County voting 
machine custodian, who is a 
candidate for the county Democratic 
executive board, may program all 
voting machines except the ones on 
which his name appears as a 
candidate, 

***There is no legislation which 
authorizes a probate judge to provide 
a county Board of Registrars with the 


original poll lists for the purpose of 
determining registered voters who 
have not voted at least once in the 
past four years. If it can be 
determined that a voter did not vote 
at least once in the past four years, 
then it would be appropriate for the 
Board of Registrars to purge the 
voter from the voter's list. 

On matters unrelated to the 
upcoming election, Graddick issued 
the following opinions: 

***With certain exceptions, 
Alabama certificates of title to motor 
vehicles may only be issued to 
Alabama residents. 
***1f the city of Troy, which operates 
Edge Hospital through the Troy 
Hospital Board, can show an ability 
to provide services to health 
maintenance organization members 
at a lower cost than to the general 
ublic, the city may contract with 
MO to provide services to 
members at a rate different from that 
available to the general public. 
***Custody of a child previously 
awarded to the Dept. of Pensions 
and Security does not reattach to 
DPS upon the discharge of a child 
from the Dept. of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation or Youth 
Services, to which custody has been 
subsequently awarded by the court. 
The court must issue an order based 


upon evidence that a change of 


custody will materially promote the 
child's best interest before a minor 
child may be discharged from the 
custody of the department which was 
last awarded custody. 

***A municipal prisoner housed in a 
county jail may be placed on work 
release by a municipal parole board 
or by a municipal judge. 

***Under the facts presented, the 
municipally-owned Jacksonville 
Hospital may not offer discounts to 
members of the board and their 
families. 

***The personnel board of Etowah 
County must use the legal services of 
the county attorney except in a 
situation of a conflict of interest on 
the part of the attorney. There is no 
authority for an associate 
commissioner of Etowah County to 
hire a chief clerk for road department 
of his district. 

***When a minor is arrested for a 
traffic offense, that information may 
not be released to the news media. If 
the juvenile is convicted of the traffic 
offense in municipal or district court, 
that information may be released. If 
the case is transferred to juvenile 
court, the record should be kept 
confidential. 

***Former Coffee County Sheriff 
A.D, Tillman is eligible to receive 
benefits under the sheriff's retire- 
ment system. 


***The dominant use of property 
determines its qualification for 
homestead exemption. Property 
may qualify for homestead 
exemption even though it does not 
qualify for Class III designation. 
***There is no violation of law for 
the probate judge of Tallapoosa 
County to hire his niece. 

***The Jackson County Revenue 
Commissioner as successor in office 
to the tax collector is entitled to an 
annual $2,000 bad check 
reimbursement. 

***The policy of whether road 
equipment and work crews should be 
placed in each district of Coffee 
County or sent into the district when 
needed should be determined by 
what is in the best interest of the 
citizens and taxpayers of the county. 


***]t appears that a Hokes Bluff city 
councilman who is an employee of a 
utility does not serve in a managerial 
capacity as to come within the 
prohibition of Code of Alabama 1975, 
Section 11-43-11.

WHAT IS THE 
“GREAT 
TRIBULATION”? 


BOB PRICHARD 


The word ‘‘tribulation’’ was used by Jesus and the apostles more 
than twenty times in the New Testament to refer to the sufferings and 
trials that the followers of Christ must suffer in this life, For example, 
Acts 14:22 tells that Paul and Barnabas taught that we should 
‘continue in the faith, and that we must through much tribulation 


enter into the kingdom of God."’ The words *' 


great tribulation,’ found 


in Matthew 24:21, describe a period of unparalleled suffering. The 


doctrine of premillennialism teaches, incorrectly, that the 


great 


tribulation’’ applies to a particular seven year period in the future, that 
follows the rapture of the church and precedes the Lord’s second 


coming. 
In Matthew 24:3, the disciples asked Jesus about the destruction of 
Jerusalem, and His second coming. Matthew 24 & 25 contain Christ's 


description of the two events. The first part 


of Matthew 24, through 


verse 35, describes the destruction of Jerusalem, which occurred 


A.D. 70, and the remainder of the passage describes the Lord’s second 


coming.

YOU DON’T HAVE TO BE THE BEST TO EARN THE MOST 


In the Thursday, May 15, edition of USA TODAY a sports feature 
highlighted the salaries of current players in major league baseball and took a 
look at guaranteed salaries of players no longer contributing to the teams that 
are still paying their contracts. The facts were astonishing! Here area few . . 


Active players - The New York Mets’ George Foster is the highest paid 
hitter in the game, earning a cool $2 million a year; but last season he batted 
only .263 (172nd in the league) and drove in only 77 runs (SSth in the league). 
The most underpaid players in the survey were George Brett ($1,471,429), 
Don Mattingly ($1,375,000) and Dave Parker ($1,000,000). We should be so 
underpaid! 

The highest paid starting pitcher was Fernando Valenzuela at $1,600,000, 
who was only 27th among starters in winning percentage. Dwight Gooden of 
the Mets was the top pitcher in all of baseball, yet earned only $1,320,000, 
which ranked him 4th among pitchers. 

The highest paid reliever was Atlanta’s Bruce Sutter, who earned a 
whopping $1,729,000 while ranking only 109th in hits per inning, and 13th in 
saves. I bet he didn’t complain about not getting a raise after the season. 

Guaranteed Salaries - The next time you ask for a raise, get one of these 
guys’ agents to help you out! Here are a couple of examples. . . 
Jim Palmer was released in 1984, but will still get $391,989 over the next 
6 years; John D'Acquisto was released back in '82, but is guaranteed 
$900,000 in payment; Wayne Garland was finished back in "82, but got 
$1,075,000 after he hung up the cleats; Ron Leflore was released back in ‘83, 
only to get $1,545,000 in 1984; Doyle Alexander ended his career in 1983, but 
will get a total of $2;000,000 through 2007; and, my favorites are ex-Atlanta 
Braves aces Len Barker and Al Hrabosky. Barker, released this year, will still 

| get a total of $2,710,000 over the next 12 years and Hrabosky, who was 
released in 1982, has a guaranteed income of $1,291,000 through the year 
2014! 5

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We're visiting another one of the 
dear folks at the Elba Nursing Home 
this week, Mrs. Amy Moore Allen, a 
tiny wisp of a woman. Like most of 
her generation, however, she is a: 
lady ‘‘thru and thru’’ with a 
backbone of steel and possessing grit 
and determination. 

The ladies (- and gentlemen, also 
- but especially the ladies -- I can 
empathize with them) of an earlier 
era have my utmost respect and 
admiration. Not only did they have 
their children without the modern 
facilities we have today -- they cared 
for them and reared them without all 
Our modern conveniences and 
time/labor-saving devices of this day 
and age which we enjoy; plus, many 
of them worked side-by-side with 
their husbands in the field. And they 
achieved all this without benefit of 
one roll of paper towels! (which I’m 
so dependent on!). 

Not only were they strong 
physically, but emotionally and 
spiritually as well; since many of 
them buried babies AND husbands 
along the way. This can be seen in 
the old country church graveyards 
(or in modern terminology 
cemeteries.) 


Miss Amy is a youngish-looking 
74 years of age, with short brown 
hair and Sparkling bright eyes, a 
pretty smile and a warm, friendly 
personality. 

She was born August 19, 1912, 
near the community of Basin, one of 
10 children of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Wyatt Moore. Mrs. Moore was the 
former Rebecca Ann Donaldson, 
whom everyone knew as ‘‘Matt,”’ 
and was of average size with black 
hair. Mr. Moore, who was called 
‘‘Buddy’’ by everyone, was a 
farmer. He was a tall man with a 
heavy moustache and black hair. To 
their offspring they were known 
simply as ‘‘Ma”’ and ‘‘Pa.”’ 


These 10 offspring were: Carl, 
now deceased, who was married to 
the former Ether Moore, 
also deceased, and lived in the Basin 
Community; Leona, a resident of the 
Elba Nursing Home, was married to 
Burt Wambles, deceased, and 
George Wise, also deceased; Foy, 
who is one of twins, lives in New 
Brockton, and was married to 
Charlie Henderson, deceased, and 
Gordon Hattaway, also deceased; 
Roy, the twin of Miss Foy, is 
deceased, lived in the New Haven 
Community, and was married to the 
former Lela Knight, also deceased; 
another set of twins - boys, who died 
/,at two and three hours of age; 
'| Beulah, who died as a 16-year-old 
| teenager; Alice, deceased, lived in 
jthe Damascus Community and 
|remained unmarried; and Clyde, 
|who resides in Enterprise and is 
pperried to the former Ruth Reeds of 
| Damascus. 

On April 19, 1933, Miss Amy 
married Mr. Gaino Allen of the 
Goodman Community. He was the 
son of James Thomas and Jenny 
Rachels Allen. 

Mr. Gaino had two brothers: the 
late Ira Allen, who resided in the 
Goodman Community and was 
married to the former Sally Mock of 
the Victoria Community. Miss Sally 
and Miss Amy are first cousins and 
married the Allen brothers. The 
other brother died as an infant of 
nine months of age. 

Mr. Gaino was a farmer and in 
later years, he and Miss Amy ran a 
country store in the Goodman 
Community, located right near the 
Goodman school. 

Mr. Gaino passed away Sep- 
tember 7, 1984, 

Mr. and Mrs. Allen had three 
children: Ann, a resident of 
Knoxville, Tenn., who is employed 
with HUD. She was married to the 
late Ray Arrington, who was retired 
from the Marines and was a 
professor in the Business Dept. at 
Troy State. 

» who makes his home in 
the Goodman Community and is 
employed with Alabama Power 
Company. He and his wife, the 
former Nancy Regan of Enterprise, 
are the parents of two children:

County Commission condemns land 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Tuesday, 
May 27, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and voted to condemn a 
small portion of land in the Shiloh 
Community to allow a paving project 
to be completed as planned. 

County engineer Mac Rushing 
told the commission that work was 
going as scheduled on the Shiloh, 
Road north of Highway 84, but work 
was delayed on the portion of the 
road south of Highway 84 because a 
number of residents had refused to 
give the county the right-of-way 
required in paving. 

The landowners reportedly did 
not live on the road, yet did not sign 
the right-of-way deed as requested, 
holding up the long-awaited paving 
project. 

Rushing stated the land in 
question was near the end of the 
road and added there were no houses 
on the property; however, one house 
is located at the end of the road, and 
to stop the paving at the end of the 
right-of-way acquisitions would 
place a hardship on the resident. 
‘Commissioner Eugene Bradley 
originally said, ‘‘If they refuse to 
give us the right-of-way, let ’em live 
in the mud,’ but changed his mind 
when told of the one house to be 
affected, and suggested the land 
needed for the project be acquired 
through condemnation proceedings. 

The commission agreed with the 
plan and by a yote of 4-1 voted to 
condemn the land needed for 
right-of-way, 


The bi-monthly meéting began at 
9 a.m. with the first order of 
business being a discussion on a 
request to rename County Road 71 
the Jack Moore Sr. Road. 

Fernie Moore, the son of the late 
Jack Moore Sr., told the commission 
he was back repeating his request to 
rename the road, but met opposition 
when a resident of the road 
presented the commission with a 
petition signed by all but, two 
residents of the road who opposed 
the new name. 

Moore reminded the commission 
that he had a petition signed by the 
majority of the residents of the road 
agreeing with the naming of it, and 
stated some of the residents must 
have signed both petitions. 

Commission chairman Marion 
Brunson recommended that because 
of the obvious opposition to the 
request, that the commission leave 
the road as is, with the name County 
Road 71. The commission agreed 
and the request died for lack of a 
motion, 

In other action at Tuesday's 
meeting, the commission: 
***approved minutes of the previous 
meeting; 

***approved a request from Sheriff 
Brice Paul to transfer funds in his 


department to allow the repair of a 
vehicle; 

***approved a raise for Deputy 
Sheriff Leslie Hussey, who earlier 
had the request denied by mistake; 
***received a petition from the 
residents of the Armor-McGee Road 
requesting the road be worked up 
and paved as soon as possible; 
***conducted a public hearing on an 
application for funds to install 
two-and-a-half miles of pipe to allow 
the Dale-Coffee County line Water 


Authority to hook up with the City of _ the county plow up the entrance to June 3 election. 


Enterprise water lines; 

***agreed to apply for approxi- 
mately $32,000 in funds left over 
from an earlier water project 
involving the South Crenshaw Water 
and Fire Protection Authority that 
will allow 27 homes in Coffee County 
to join the authority; 

***heard a representative of GTE 
present a detailed proposal for a new 
telephone system for all county 
offices; 

***heard the engineer recommend 


the Coffee County Lake and make a 
road a gravel road, but told the 
engineer to check with state agencies 
to see if materials were available; 
***approved a request to do grade 
work at the New Brockton 
Elementary School; 

***sent out bids for paving the 
Shiloh Road; 

***sent ovt bids on material to 
construct a new multi-purpose room 
at the Farm Center; and 

***was reminded of the upcoming

Tip leads to discovery of planned 


mass escape at Coffee County Jail 


Law enforcement officials at the 
Coffee County Jail in Elba are 
believed to have prevented an 
escape attempt this week that may 
have included plans to take hostages 
and free all inmates in the facility. 

Sheriff Brice Paul reported 
Tuesday that jail officials had 
discovered 10 hacksaw blades and a 
complete hacksaw in a cell block at 
the jail earlier in the day and also 
discovered that rivets on a fire 
escape door and bars on a cell

Max Rayburn, a former Elba 
chief of police, is seeking the office 
of sheriff of Crenshaw County. This 
is the first time he has been a 
candidate for public office. 

While serving as police chief in 
Elba, Rayburn was selected *'Police 
Officer of the Year"’ in 1979 by the 
Pilot Club, He received a 
commendation for ‘loyal and faithful 
service to law enforcement” from 
the Peace Officers’ Standards and 
Training Commission, and was

positive leadership, along with a 
total commitment to the duties, 
responsibilities and obligations of 
the sheriff, will ensure the avail- 
ability of law enforcement and 
protective services on a 24-hour 
basis, 

‘LT see the need to structure daily 
work schedules for personnel from 
the department to make certain 
someone is working at all times - day 
and night and on weekends. 

“Tl shall greatly appreciate the 
support of the people in Crenshaw 
County and would be honored to 
serve as their sheriff."’

According to the formal charge 
read by McdAliley, the sodomy 
charge involves anal sex with the 
child.

County jail administrator Zack 
Ennis stated the hacksaw blades and 
saw were discovered in a_ wall 
beneath a sink in a cell during a 
shakedown, after jail officials 
received a tip that the tools might be 
in the cell block, 

Ennis reported almost all the 
rivets On a fire escape door lock had 
been sawed through and four bars on 
a cell window on the second floor had 
been partially cut. 

The door led to a catwalk which 
went to the first floor of the facility. 

The bars and door are believed to 
have been sawed during the past two 
weeks, and officials believe the tools 
were brought into the jail either by 
trusties or someone who sneaked the 
tools in,
